In the fall of 1966, 
12 area schools of Southeastem Indiana came 
together to allow their students to be a part of 
the first vocational school in Indiana. Now in 
1990, 12 schools are still sending students to 
the Southeastem Career Center to participate 
in 17 different program areas. 

Program areas range from business- 
secretarial, drafting, printing, and data pro- 
cessing: to the technical- automotive, building 
trades, electricity/electronics, machine shop, 
and welding- to health, food, and cosmotology. 

The biggest change to take place at the Ca- 
reer Center since its beginning is the type of 
technology. Most of the programs train stu- 
dents using some type of computer technol-
